These laws are 
just as potent and mandatory as 
any on the Federal statutes, and 
there is an added and higher in- 
centive in obeying the food laws. 
By obeying the food laws you 
are actively aiding in winning the. 
war. If there was no obligation 
to obey the law from a sense of 
good citizenship, the sense of pa- 
triotism ought to cause us to obey 
the food conservation laws. But 
if there be those to whom neither 
good citizenship nor patriotism 
has its proper appeal, there is 
left the penalties of the law. 

I am serving as P’ood Adminis- 
trator of Morgan county without 
salary or compensation. Being 
physically unfit for military ser- 
vice I am giving all that I can to 
the ^ountry to help win the <war. 
Having given my boy to serve 
his country and giving a big part 
of my time, I have little patience 
with those who from greed or 
other selfish motives retuse to do 
their share in winning the war. 
Hence, those who wilfully disre- 
gard the observance of the laws 
in regard to the conservation of 
food need not be surprised at the 
penalties being imposed.
